Continuation of 3. NOTE: In regards to the amendment, and the arguments that the specification clearly indicates that the web content is 
written using scripting language, which includes renderable data-data used by the browser to display the web page, and non-renderable 
data-not used by the browser to display the web page- (page 7, parag.3-4), the amendment requires a further consideration to ascertain 
Applicants' arguments. 

The Applicants note that there is no reference in Peiffer as to how to remove renderable data while still maintaining the page layout 
format (page 8, parag.3). The Examiner disagrees, because Peiffer teaches the removal of data, such as whitespaces, rewriting tags in 
lowercase, and comments-renderable and non-renderable source code respectively (col.2, lines 1-16, col.9, lines 12-68, fig. 17-19). In 
other words, the source code is removed or rewritten, and since the code is non-layout code, the layout is maintained. 
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
